Consumers The Victims 
AN EDITORIAL 


Readers may recall that in the closing days of the last 
session of the legislature of Alberta there was enacted a 
measure known as the Bureau of Trade and Industries Act. 
The purpose and effect of this Act is to give the Provin- 
cial Government power to bring the carrying on of business 
in Alberta under administrative control — otherwise 
“codes."’ The object was said to be “To help industry in a 
difficult and trying time,” which object the bill disclosed 
was supposed to be achieved by multiplying the handicaps _, 
under which business of all kinds is struggling for 
existence. 

This measure provides for the establishment of the 
regulative ‘codes’ which Premier Reid announces his 
Government intends to proceed forthwith to formulate and 
enforce. It,is provided that where sixty per cent of those 
engaged in any line of business petition to have it brought 
under a code, the necessary action may be taken. Whether 
the remaining forty per cent want to be coded or not is a 
matter of no concern, though it may easily happen that the 
forty per cent engage more labor and sell more goods, and 
thus contribute more to the continuance of industry and 
the distribution of wages than the sixty per cent who 
petition for the restrictive code. 


An Official Price-Booster 

The specific purpose of the legislation was set forth 
in the bill, where it was provided that the official head of 
the codifying department could ‘Prohibit the sale of any 
commodity named therein by any person at a price which 
is less than the invoice cost thereof together with such 
additional amount as may be fixed by the Director as 
sufficient to provide for the cost of carrying on business 
fairly attributable to that commodity and may prohibit 
the dealing or disposition of any commodity so named in 
any manner specified in the order or, in the alternative, in 
any manner except the manner prescribed in the order.” 

In other words, the Director of codes is to set the price 
of store goods sold in Alberta, and to set the prices with 
particular care that the buyer shall pay the invoice price 
plus whatever the Director happens to think is a fair 
margin to cover the costs of carrying and selling such 
commodities retail. Thus while the code-setting is stated 
to have as its purpose the salvation of industry, the direct 
and immediate aim is laid down in the legislation to be 
the fixing of a minimum price below which goods must not 
be sold to the consuming public. Presumably the merchant 
is free to “soak” the consumer anything above that mini- 
mum that he can get. 


What Is Proposed 

Quite naturally the Merchants Retail Association have 
seen in this coding arrangement an opportunity to get 
prices officially stabilized at a level to suit themselves. They 
have accordingly asked to have all the retail merchants in 
the province put under a code, and in their petition mod- 
estly suggest some detailed improvements, from their view- 
point, which the Director might otherwise overlook in 
drawing up the terms. 

For one thing they want a clause inserted that no 
retailer must knowingly buy goods from any manufacturer 
or producer in Canada who does not pay the minimum wage 
required by law. Just how a merchant is to know whether 
the firm from which he orders goods does or does not pay 
the minimum wage is not stated. Obviously, unless that 
is provided for, there is a large loop-hole left for misrepre- 
sentation, deception and fraud. And whose business is it 
to enforce the laws of all the provinces in Canada; that of 
the retail merchants in Alberta or that of the Governments 
of the various provinces? 

Another restriction asked for is that there be no 
“combination” offers of goods at a price less than the 
regular combined prices of the articles in question. Mer- 
chants in other provinces of course are free to make such 
offers, and to accept and fill mail orders from Alberta 
consumers. That clause should be good business from the 
stand-point of the mail order house in Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba or British Columbia which wants to sell goods in 
Alberta, 

Another bright idea is that the store-keepers be lim- 
ited to only four seasonal or clearance sales during the 
year. No more weekly sales to clear out remnants of 
broken lines. These left-overs must lie on the shelves until 
the time for an authorized seasonal sale comes around. 
That is to say, the merchant who does business in a mod- 
ern business way, making quick turnovers at small rates 
of profit, must be prevented doing this in order that his 
inefficient competitor may unload his goods on the public 
at full prices if that can be done. 


The Consumer The “Goat” 

All this is simply an attempt to make retail business 
try to lift itself by its own boot-straps. The. object and 
plan of the coding legislation is to raise prices against the 
consumer, and to raise them with a view to making the 
inefficiently-conducted store a profitable investment.

The Witness: Very well, I bow to your rul- 
ing on that. But what I am pointing out is 
this, that to get the proposition of having one 
man do many things well you go a little further 
than that. It is a very dangerous thing to al- 
low your banker to mix in any private form of 
business. If you are going to 
operate a system where bank- 
ers can mix money making 
in business with the admin- 
istration of public credit you 
are very apt to get up against 
what you were up against in 
railroad administration. 
There you allowed directors 
of railways to give rebates and 
special privileges to corpora- 
tions in which they were in- 
terested, to communities in 
which they were interested, 
G. G. McGeer, and were eventually com- 

K.C, MLA. pelled to recognize that, and 

to stop those abuses you had 
to establish the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion of the United States and the Board of 
Railway commissioners in the Dominion of 
Canada. 

Can you conceive of any more flagrant vio- 
lation of this postulate of common law—and it 
is one that is well known to every student of 
law—‘that where the same man sits on both 
ends of a bargain there can be no trade,” that 
must occur when the banker advises and fin- 
ances government at the same time. We do 
not allow trustees to manage the property of 
the sesqui trust and to take a personal rakeoff 
on that. We set up definite limitations and 
definite restrictions, and we fix the amount of 
compensation in every case. Yet we create a 
banker, by this Bill, as advisor to the govern- 
ment on financial matters, and we transfer the 
taxpayers’ wealth to the banker because he 
advises us not to issue our own money but to 
borrow book-keeping entries as a substitute for 
money issued by the bankers for the purpose 
of financing government loans. Can you get a 
better illustration of this deliberate invitation 
to violate that postulate of common ‘law than 
what is now proposed in the formation of the 
Bank of Canada? 

In our whole social] system there is only one 
class of men alowed to manage and profit at 
the same time out of the substance of their 
trust. That privilege is being perpetuated by 
the legislation you are considering 

In the United States they have indeed every 
reason to be concerned, as we have as to the 
results that have followed: Their position is, 
however, almost typical with our own. They 
have, under this system of pyramiding debts: 
$ 4,500,000,000

The people of Great Britain are in a simi- 
lar position, with $80,000,000,000 of interest 
bearing debts, while we in Canada with a 
population of ten million people carry a burden 
of interest bearing debts totalling $9,500,000,000. 
Why? Because we have allowed the banker, 
who was interested in increasing interest debt 
claims, to advise us how to manage our mone- 
tary system. The disaster that has come, that 
was predicted by senators and congressmen 
in 1876, that predicted for the world in 
1894 by Arthur Kitson, is now more than a 
matter of abstraction. It is a fact. We are 
witnessing the breaking up of laws 

The Department of Justice in the United 
States pointed out that last year there were 
twelve thousand murders, three thousand kid- 
nappings, fifty thousand robberies, five thousand 
cases of arson, one hundred thousand assaults 
and forty thousand burglaries; and we in Can- 
ada had better look to our own administration 
of justice, because our crime situation is far 
from being a happy one today. If we are going 
to plunge humanity on through a continued 
period of Banker Rule we had better recognize 
that as a compliment to our universities and

President Hoover, who is probably not 


looked upon as a radical reformer, recognized 
the necessity of doing what I am advising you 
gentlemen to do here. This is what he said 


in 1932: 
I stated that this depression has exposed 
many weaknesses in our economic system. 


There has 

been exploitation and abuse of financial 

power. These weaknesses must be cor- 

rected and that wrong doing must be pun-

The American people must have protec- 

tion from insecure banking through a 

stronger system 

Much has been idly said about the strength 
of the Canadian banking system as compared 
with the strength of the American banking 
system, but a little thought will teach you that 
what the American banking system is going 
through now the banking system of England 
went through after 1844 and what we in Canada 
went through in years past. To operate this 
banking system of trading short on money, the 
operation contemplated by the Bank of Eng- 
land, you have got to reduce the number of 
banks to where they can act as one unit. 
Check off the number of banks there were in 
1844 in England, and from something over 400 
add banks doing business the figure has been 
reduced to about 40, with the big five doing the 
bulk of the banking business in England. In 
Canada your banks have been reduced from 
between 50 and 60, I believe, to nine. Now, 
nine banks are functioning in Canada with the 
big three doing the bulk of the business. Well, 
you could not have ten thousand bank failures 
in Great Britain and the Dominion of Canada, 
or the British Empire because there are not 
that many banks; but give to the United States 
about three more depressions and they will 
have their banks reduced down to the number 
that can operate successfuly from the bankers

WHAT REAL INFLATION IS 


Henry Somerville, in Toronto 
Saturday Night, turns a critical 
pen on the “controlled inflation” 
of Premier Bennett 

Bricfly, what Premier Bennett 
proposed, in two Dills which were 
passed by parliament, was to: 

1—Issue some 53 millions more 
currency, taking advantage of 
the world economic. conference 
agreement that 25 per cent. gold 
backing is sufficient backing for 

a nation’s money. 

2—Use some of this 
pay for the 40 millions 
works programm. 

Mr. Somerville points out that 
banks can issue $10 credit for 
every $1 of cash, so that this move 
provides for a 500 millions ex- 
pansion in credit for Canada, 

“My own guess,” 
his article, “is that the govern- 
ment is deliberately experiment- 
ing in ‘controlled inflation’ and 
hopes to safeguard the export 
trades by a depreciation of Cana- 
dian exchange.” 

It remains to be seen how far 
Premier Bennett will go with his 
permissive legislation. But assum- 
ing that he goes the whole way, 
Canada wil! still not have achiev- 
ed real inflation, as long as it is 
under the high interest rates and 
trade restriction policies of the 
Bennett government 

It is the velocity of money, more 
than the quantity, which makes 
business. It is the velocity of 
spending, therefore, that makes 
possible a raise in basic commod- 
ity prices to benefit the  pro- 
ducer

Similarly, to add a prohibitive 
tariff, plus dollar discount, to the 
cost of imported goods is to put 
an embargo on imports. Except in 
the case of United States, which 
is a creditor nation to us, other 
nations can buy our goods only 
by sending us goods in return 

The threefold inflation which 
Canada needs is, more money, 
cheaper and more abundant credit, 
and a flexible tariff which will 
make allowance for a depreciated 
dollar. 

Without these measures, Canada 
can only strangle trade, whether 
internal or external. With these 
measures, she can facilitate trade. 

That is the real inflation needed 
in Canada.—Vancouver Sun.
